MAY BE RECONSECRATED. 


A W o m a n’« Snirlde Iu a Church Ma y Ne- 
re« « Ua te It« Purlttc'a tio u. 
The su icide recently of an u nidentified 
woman iu Calvaw Ep iscop al chu rch, 
New York, has raised a p oint iu ecclesi­ 
astical law novel to this cou ntry. The 
qu estion which Ep iscop al clergymen are 
discu ssing now is whether the shedding 
of blood in the chu rch calls for a recou - 
secration of the edifice. 
There is nothing iu the law of the 
Protestant 
Ep iscop al chu rch iu this 
cou ntry which calls for su ch reconsecra­ 
tion, bu t iu the English chu rch the ne­ 
cessity for wip ing ou t the staiu cau sed 
by the shedding of blood in a sacred edi­ 
fice is recognized. There, however, the’ 
occasion has arisen so seldom that when 
in St. Pau l’s cathedral, iu Lou don, iu 
189 0, 
Edward 
Easton, a su rveyor’s 
clerk, shot himself, the cathedral au ­ 
thorities were at a loss for a time how 
to act. To ascertain if any sp ecial serv­ 
ice wou ld be necessary the dean au d 
chap ter of the cathedral finally wrote to 
the bishop of London. The bishop , in 
resp onse to this address, condu cted a 
‘‘service of reconciliation, or act of rep ­ 
aration to Almighty God, for the dis­ 
honor done to his sanctnary. ” 
It is contended by some clergymen 
that the su icide of the woman iu Cal­ 
vary chu rch does not p lace that edifice 
nnder the ban of p ollu tion, as the deed 
was committed in the vestibu le and not 
in the au ditoriu m. The matter is so u n­ 
certain that it will be left for Bishop 
Potter to decide on his retu rn in the au ­ 
tu mn.—Exchange.

It is claimed by anthoritieson the art 
of war that the greatest blow of the 
oamp u igu between Greece and Tu rkey 
was stru ck by Colonel Mahmou d Bey, 
who with one swift stroke of his sword 
comp letely severed a (Jreek officer’s 
head from his body. These same au thor­ 
ities generou sly admit that this trick 
may have been qu ite common in ancient 
times, when stalwart men swu ng heavy 
battleaxes, bu t they agree that it is 
p ractically u nknown in modern war­ 
fare. 
History is silent on the su bject. There 
is not a p lethora of literatu re bearing 
on its accomp lishment. The original of 
all su ch stories is, of cou rse, ‘‘The Ad­ 
ventu res of Jack the Giant Killer,” 
which, for obviou s reasons, does not 
help the su bject. Scott describes a sim­ 
ilar ep isode in “ The Talisman,” bu t 
the best decap itation story, from an 
artistio p oint erf view, is fou nd in the 
memoirs of Cap tain John Smith. The 
dou ghty cap tain vonohes for the veracity 
of the details, thou gh that is no good 
reason why we shou ld not u se the cu a- 
I tomary p inch of salt. 
According to his 
tru thfu l chronicle, he overcame in tou r­ 
nament the 
three champ ions of the 
Tu rkish army, decap itating each one 
with a single blow of his heavy sword. 
A writer who is evidently informed 
on the su bject claims that Mahmond 
Bey cou ld not have accomp lished the 
feat of dacap itation with an ordinary 
saber and asserts that the Tu rk’s yata­ 
ghan was “ loaded” with qu icksilver. 
The yataghan, he exp lains, is a short 
sword, shap ed something like a bu tcher’s 
cleaver, with an ap p arently hollow tu be 
ru nning along the back from hilt to 
p oint. This tu be carries a charge of 
qu icksilver. When the sword is laid u p ­ 
right, this qu icksilver rests at the hilt. 
As a blow is strnck the liqu id metal is 
hu rled down the grooved channel, lend­ 
ing deadly additional weight to the 
blow. 
The assertion made that this is the 
sole instance of its kind in the history 
of 100 years is not borne ou t by facts. 
The same feat was p erformed du ring 
the civil war, not with a “ loaded” yata- 


I ghan, bu t with an ordinary United 
States army saber. The man who wield­ 
ed the sword in this ep isode, Colonel E. 
*B1o88 Parsons, died recently in Roches­ 
ter. Qolmiel Parsons was one of ..JAe 


wealthiest ami best known men in New 
York Htu te, and thou gh he had never 
related the story the details were fou nd 
among his p rivate p ajwrs after his death. 
The incident was illu strated and de­ 
scribed in Harp er’s Weekly at the time. 
It was in 1804. Colonel Parsons, who 
was noted as a horseman, was attached 
to General Sheridan’s staff. 
Whilerwv 
onnoitering one day with a 8<|u ad of 
troop ers u nder General Davis they were 
su rp rised by a detachment of Confeder­ 
ate cavalry. A p itched battle ensu ed, 
au d Parsons, who was iu the rear, saw 
a rebel officer level a revolver at Gen­ 
eral Davis’ head. Jabbing the sp u rs in­ 
to his horse, he swu ng his saber above 
his head, and, dashing by ju st as the 
officer fired, he made a terrific fu ll 
arm sweep . The Confederate’s head 
leap ed from the shou lders as swiftly as 
if it had l^en severed by a gu illotine. 
The feat is more remarkable when it is 
considered that Parsons was a slim, 
beardless fellow of 21. In comp arison 
Mahmou d Bey’s single slash with his 
yataghan loses mu ch of its imp ortance. 
Colonel Parsons was brevetted gener­ 
al for distingu ished services du ring the 
war, bu t characteristic modesty forbade 
the u se of that title when be retu rned 
to civilian life. Not only did he p er­ 
form the only au tbentio feat of decap i­ 
tation daring the civil war, bu t be was 
the hero of a remarkable ride.

was fou ght General Meade bad an im- |

It is claimed by authorities on the art 
of war that the greatest blow of the 
campaign between Greece and Turkey

The assertion made that this is the 
sole instance of its kind in the history 
of IOO years is not borne out by facts. 
The same feat was performed during 
the civil war, not with a “ loaded” yata­ 
ghan, bot with an ordinary United 
States army saber. The man who wield­ 
ed the sword in this episode, Colonel E. 
Biose Parsons, died recently in Roches­ 
ter. 
Colonel Parsons was one of JUe 


wealthiest and best known men in New 
York state, and though ho had never 
related tho story the details were found 
among bis private papers after bis death. 
Tho incident was illustrated and de­ 
scribed in Harper’s Weekly at the time. 
It was in 1884. Colonel Parsons, who 
was noted as a horseman, was attached 
to General Sheridan’s staff. 
While rec­ 
onnoitering one day with a squad of 
troopers under General Davis they were 
surprised by a detachment of Confeder­ 
ate cavalry. 
A pitched battle ensued, 
aud Parsons, who was in the rear, saw 
a rebel officer level a revolver at Gen­ 
eral Davis’ head. Jabbing the spurs in­ 
to his horse, he swung bis saber above 
his head, and, dashing by ju st as the 
officer fired, he made a terrific full 
arm sweep. 
The Confederate’s head 
leaped from the shoulders as swiftly as 
if it had been severed by a guillotine, j 
The feat is more remarkable when it is 
considered that Parsons was a slim, 1 
beardless fellow of 21. 
In comparison 
Mahmoud B ey’e single slash with his 
yataghan loses mach of its importance. 
Colonel Parsons was brevetted gener- I 
a1 for distinguished services daring the 
war, but characteristic modesty forbade 
the use of that title when be returned 
to civilian life. 
Not only did be per- I 
form the only authentic feat of decapi­ 
tation daring the civil war, but he was 
the hero of a remarkable ride.

days before the battle of Gettysburg 
was fought General Meade had an im­ 
portant message to 
send to General 
Harding, 
IOO miles distant 
As the 
route was through a country swarming 
with rebels, the message was written 
on tissue paper, that it might be swal­ 
lowed in case the carrier was captured. 
The commander was in doubt regarding 
a suitable messenger. 
He summoned 
General Davis to headquarters. - 
“ General, who is the hardest rider, 
as well as the most trustworthy man, in 
the service?” asked Meade. 
“ Colonel 
Parsons, 
sir,” was 
the 
prompt reply. 
“ Send him to me at once. ” 
It was 6 o’clock on a Monday night 
when General Meade gave the young 
officer his instructions. 
He was to ride 
with all haste to General Harding’s 
headquarters and return at once with 
an answer. 
The messenger retired. Two hundred 
miles were to be covered. 
The roads 
were heavy, and they led through the 
enemy’s country. 
Exactly at noon on the following day 
Colonel 
Parsons 
entered 
General 
Meade’s ten t

purple with rage, and he ripped out a 
string of oaths.

“ too old to learn new tiirks, ” and his 
memory is so retentiv e that he nev er 
forgets w hat he has once thoronghly 
learned. 
It may also be set down as a rule, 
with but few exceptions, that he intends 
to do just right. 
If he err, it is from 
ignorance, pain or fright, rarely from 
stnbborniU'.*« s or v ice. 
This seems to lie 
generally unknown or at least disre­ 
garded, for of all auiiuAis the hr.rsH is 
the least understood, the most harshly 
judged and unjustly treated, and for the 
least infraction of discipline he is too 
often brutally punished. 
If men who 
train horses would control their tem ­ 
pers and endeav or to a.« certaiu the cause 
of the aniiiiul’s misbehav ior, they w’ould 
find that there is often a good excuse for 
his actions. 
^ 
The eye is the best index to the aiii- ' 
iiial’s feelings. The ears are v ery ex- 
but they do not rev eal so 
plainly the emotions that are dom inat­ 
ing him as the eye does. 
Therefore 
study the eye w ith its v arying expres­ 
sions, and when you can read its mean­ 
ing you hold the key to one of the chief 
seerets of successful horse training. 
The horse should lie (onv inccd that 
resistance is useless, but do not be im- 
patient or harsh. 
Remember that suc­ 
cess is the reward of unwearied pa­ 
tience. 
If you fail at first, keep trying 
until you succeed. 
Do not be discour­ 
aged if you do not seem to make much 
progress. Y’our tusk may take weeks or 
ev en months, but if you persev ere you 
w ill triumph. 
While it is true that w ith some horses 
1 
the w hip must be occa.slonally used, it 
should be tie v ery last resort, and re- 
niembtir always that one, or at most 
two, cuts and a few sternly spoken 
words are more 
efficacious than an 
! hour’s punishment. 
There is no more 
v icious or fai^e idea than that a horse is 
benefited by a “ sound thrashing.” On 
the contrary, it is the v ery worst thing 
you can do, because the horse’s recollec­ 
tion of the pain and the fright wca- 
sioned by it is more v iv id and enduring 
than his reniembrauoe of why it was 
administered, and at your next lesson 
he is nerv ous and afraid and at the least 
note of anger in your v oice (for horses 
jndge the mood of the trainer by his 
manner and his tone of v oice) he may 
become almost uiicontrollablo in his ef 
forts to escape the expected flagellation. 
It is a safe rule for any one hav ing a 
hasty temper not to hav e a whip at 
hand. 
The temptation to use it may be 
too great. And it is also wise not to at­ 
tempt to teach him when you are in a 
bad humor, for if he does not do just 
right you will probably v ent some of it 
on him. 
W’heu whipping is used only as a last 
resort, the ueoessity for it seldom arises. 
As the horse makes progress in his edu­ 
cation he understands better w hat is re­ 
quired of him and transgresses le ^ fre­ 
quently, and nearly always a sound rat­ 
ing when he knows that he is misbe­ 
hav ing is sufficient 
Smetimes when 
this is disregarded a slap w ith the opien 
hand w ill cause instant obedience.

Among those “ other things” are 
tho horizon, the wind, the wake of the 
ship, the stars, the soundings and the 
line of the surf when running Along the 
coast 
And so the ablebodied seaman, , 
when a greenhorn takes his trick at the 
wheel, hands over the helm to him 
with this caution, “ Keep your head out 
of the binnacle. ” 
I 
am speaking of sailing vessels. 
Steamers, especially those that travel on 
regular mutes, steer by compass. 
They 
“ run their courses” from point to point 
— from lighthouse to lighthouse, light­ 
ship, day mark, buoy, bell or fog whis­ 
tle. 
Iii thick weather they know, tak­ 
ing w ind and tide into consideration, 
how long they should stand on each 
course and try never to pass the “ sig­ 
n al” at tho end of it. 
When they have 
seen or heard that signal, they start on 
the next * ‘run” or course. This is called 
“ running the tim e and distance.”

Horses are essentially creatures of 
habit; of gentle, confiding oppositions, 
butexcessiv* ly nervous; tim id, at times 
irritable, and prone to resist strenuous­ 
ly anything that frightens them. If, for 
example, you put a rope halter on an 
unbroken colt and tie him to a post, the 
more the rope cuts into his tender skin 
the greater w ill be his struggles, w hile 
he w ill soon yield to a halter that in­ 
flicts no pain. 
Through nervous fright horses som e­ 
tim es become panic stricken and abso­ 
lutely uncontrollable. 
They suffer also 
occasionally from what, for want of a 
better name, m ay be called "nervous 
paralysis,” when they seem to be phys­ 
ically incapable of motion. 
This con­ 
dition is almost invariably the result of 
brutal treatment, and the only reason­ 
able explanation of it is that the first 
em otion aroused in the horse by punish­ 
m ent is fear; that when he finds that 
he cannot escape anger and a spirit of 
resistance are mingled with his fright, 
and that thew1' combined emotions pro­ 
duce this morbid state. 
The horse is quick to take advantage 
of the ignorance or the fear of those 
who control him. 
As compared with 
the dog, he is somewhat slow of com­ 
prehension, but he differs from the dog 
in this also— that he seldom becomes 
“ too old to learn new tu ck s,” and his 
memory is so retentive that he never 
forgets what he has once thoroughly 
learned. 
It may also bo set down as a rule, 
with but few exceptions, that he intends 
to do just right. 
If he err, it is from 
ignorance, pain or fright, rarely from 
stubbornness or vice. 
This seems to tie 
generally unknown or at least disre­ 
garded, for of all anim als the horse is 
tile least understood, the most harshly 
judged and unjustly treated, and for the 
least infraction of discipline he is too 
often brutally punished. 
If men w’ho 
train horses would control their tem ­ 
pers and endeavor to ascertain the cause 
of the anim al’s misbehavior, they would 
find that there is often a good excuse for 
his actious. 
The eye is the best index to the ani­ 
m al’s feelings. 
The ears are very ex 
pressive, 
hut they do not reveal so 
plainly the em otions that are dom inat­ 
ing him as the eye does. 
Therefore 
study the eye w ith its varying expres­ 
sions, and when you can read its mean­ 
ing you hold the key to one of the chief 
secrets of successful horse training. 
The horse should be convinced that 
resistance is useless, but do not be im ­ 
patient or harsh. 
Remember that suc­ 
cess is the reward of unwearied pa­ 
tience. 
If you fail at first, keep trying 
until you succeed. 
Do not be discour­ 
aged if you do not seem to make much 
progress. Your task may take weeks or 
even months, but if you persevere you 
w ill triumph. 
W hile it is true that w ith some horses 
tho w hip must be occasionally used, it 
should be tie very last resort, and re 
member always that one, or at most 
two, cuts and a few sternly spoken 
words are more 
efficacious than an 
hour’s punishment. 
There is no more 
vicious or faige idea than that a horse is 
benefited by a “ sound thrashing.” 
On 
the contrary, it is the very worst thing 
you can do, because the horse’s recollec­ 
tion of the pain aud the fright, occa­ 
sioned by it is more vivid aud enduring 
than his remembrance of why it was 
administered, and at your next lesson 
he is nervous and afraid and at the least 
note of anger in your voice (for horses 
judge the mood of the trainer by his 
manner and his tone of voice) he may 
become almost uncontrollable in his ef 
forts to escape the expected flagellation 
It is a safe rule for any one having a 
hasty temper not to have a whip at 
hand. 
The temptation to use it may be 
too great. And it is also wise not to at­ 
tempt to teach him when you are in a 
bad humor, for if he does not do just 
right you w ill probably vent some of it 
on him. 
When whipping is used only as a last 
resort, the necessity for it seldom arises. 
As the horse makes progress in his edu­ 
cation he understands better what is re­ 
quired of him aud transgresses less fre­ 
quently, uud nearly always a sound rat­ 
ing when he knows that he is misbe­ 
having is sufficient 
Smetimes when 
this is disregarded a slap with the open 
hand w ill canso instant obedience. 
There are two forms of punishment, 
or rather brutality, that are inexcusa­ 
ble under any circumstances— these are 
striking a horse over the head, no mat­ 
ter how light the blow, and kicking 
him — and aside from their inhumanity 
there is great danger of permanently in­ 
juring him. 
Whenever during a lesson 
a colt or young horse becomes heated 
and angry, cease at once, and if you 
have been impatient and abused him 
keep away from him and do not ap­ 
proach him until he has forgotten the 
occurrence. 
Be soothing and gentle in your man­ 
ner aud your tone of voice. 
Win his 
confidence, and you w ill never regret it, 
for then in the hour of danger your 
voice and the touoh of your hand reas 
sure him, and he w ill face imminent 
peril if only you art near.

‘‘Take only half the clothing that you 
think you will need for an ocean voy­ 
age aud do not attempt to have a small 
trunk in your stateroom,” writes Em­ 
ma M. Hooper in The Ladies’ Home 
Journal. 
‘‘Have in your largest shawl 
strap a traveling rug, heavy wrap—a 
golf cape is excellent—sun umbrella, 
rubbers, small cushion to tie on the 
back of your deck chair, a warm dress 
of plain design, and a flannel wrapper 
to use as a nightgown.
